I  herewith  present  my  eleventh  annual  report  as  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools. 

INSTRUCTION 

As  you  well  know,  I  need  not  report  any  changes  in 
the  teaching  force.  Your  two  capable  teachers  still  remain 
in  the  service. 

This  topic  of  instruction  brings  to  mind  the  activities 
and  progress  of  the  children  in  school.  Certain  studies  of 
promotions  and  reading  abilities  have  been  conducted.  These 
concern  the  pupils  in  grades  2-7  inclusive  of  last  year.  We 
find  that,  as  a  whole,  94  %  received  promotion  to  the  next 
grade,  and  6%  trial  promotion.  There  were  no  failures.  In 
the  very  important  tool  subject  of  reading,  less  than  6% 
were  found  to  have  some  reading  difficulty.  That  is  a  much 
better  record  than  most  of  towns  can  boast.  To  be  sure  it 
deals  with  only  a  small  group  of  children,  yet  they  are  your 
children  and  must  receive  the  credit.  I  can  but  again  re- 
peat: capable  teaching  plus  cooperative  and  receptive  chil- 
dren yield  worthwhile  results.
